Bulletin Correspondence. 
The redistribution bill received its 
‘third reading in the Commons at mid- 
night on Friday. The whole of that’ 
‘day was occupied in a last effort on 
the part of the opposition to make it” 
appear that the party had been un- 
fairly treated by the majority in the 
arrangement of the constituencies 
provided im the bill. it was a-some- 
what remarkable fact that through- 
out the discussion in committee of the 
| whole of the redistribution measure, 
the contentions of the Conservative 
section of the redistribution commit- 
‘tee were not raised by the opposition, 
who confined themselves to general 
denunciation. On the third reading 
yesterday, however, they moved a 
pumber of amendments which must 
be accepted as their responses to the 
challenge of the government side to 
give specific instances of unfairness. 
Just how fair their propositions so 
voice] were, can be judged by that 
moved by the leader of the opposition 
himself that Cape Breton county 
should have two members as at pre- 
sent, instead of being united with 
Victoria. Under the Confederation 
Act Nova Scotia loses two members. 
The redistribution committee decided 
that this loss should be apportioned 
by dropping one member from the 
doubie representation of Pictou coun- 
ty and adding Victeria county, which 
at present has one member, to Cape 
Breton, which now has two. As the 
leader of the opposition did not indi- 
cate what other ‘portion 6f the pro- 
vince was to sufferin order that Cape 
Breton might retain its two mem- 
bers, his motion can only be charac- 
terized as clap trap, and entirely un- 
worthy of the position which he occu- 
pies or the reputation which he has 
hitherto maintained. Of like nature 
was that moved by George Taylor, 
Conservative whip, that Leeds and 
Grenville, Ontario, should have three 
members. And again of similar na- 
ture was that by E. F. Clarke, asking 
for increased representation for the 
city of Toronto. And ot Messrs Hac- ; 
kett and Lefergy of Prince Edward 
Island, who moved that the Island 
should have six members instcad of 
only four. When it was only on such 
motions as these that the opposition 
was willing to challenge the attitude 
of the government by a vote im the 
House, it will be seen that they can 
have very little cause of complaint. 
Throughout the whole argument the 
government maintained an attitude of 
judicial {[airness. As Mr. ingram, 
Conservative member for bigin, sand, 
it was this that his side of the house 
particularly objected to. He did not 
care so much fer what had been done 
to the disadvantage of the Conserva- 
tives, but he did care for the claim 
made by the government that they 
had deait with the matter fairly. This 
confession and the amendments moved 
at the third reading of the bill, are 
as good evidence as is needed to prove 
that the dissatisfaction of the opposi- 
tion was pdt that the redistribution 
was unfair to them, but that they 
had not been able to make it unfair 
to the government, as they bad been 
able to in 1882, when they ecntrolled 
a majority of the House. 

The transcontinental railway bill 
was on the list for third reading on 
Friday, but the whole day being taken 
up by the third reading of the redis- 
tribution bill, the railway bill was 
held over; and in order to permit of 
its being reprinted witb all the 
amendments, the third reading will 
not come on until Tuesday. 

The bill introduced at an early stage 
of the session by the minister of agri- 
pulture, in regard to the inspection of 
seeds and secd grain, was withdrawn; 
but it is intended that it shall be in- 
troduced at next session.

Given the same freight rates per 
mile and the United States manufac- 
turers ani commerciai houses are in 
2 position to cluse the Canadian dealer 
and manufacturer out of the North- 
west market. 

The duties help to balance the dif- 
ference on treignt against the Cana- 
dian trade; but in the case of all 
heavy goods, the difference in freight 
largely or altogether destroys the 
advantage which the duty gives. 

The Canadian Pacific Railway has a 
monopoly of the tratfic. It is capi- 
talized for $64,700 a mile. Such a 
heavy capitalization compels it. to 
take the last cent out of the traffic’ 
that it will bear. By a speciai provi- 
sion in its charter its rates cannot be 
brought under government control.
